Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview was conducted between 1 1:AM-12 Noon, and the 
detailed of the content of the interview are as follows: 

1- Mr. Leffler described the background of the invention, the problem the Applicant's invention is trying to solve and the 
invention itself in clear manner. Mr. Leffler further explained that prior art used for the rejection only disclose the 
authentication part of the invention which is a prior art by itself using a challenge-response technique using a 
symmetric key, as the invention is concentrated on generating the ACO as function of parameters to be used if 
encryption becomes an option to solve the timing issues after initial authentication between the parties, and where the 
ACO authentication procedure is in different context than the Kruse's authentication context and they are not in the 
same enviornment. 

2- Mr. Leffler also explained that incorporation of a specific function such as the function in claim 3 would narrow the 
claims to the extend of having such invention using only exclusive OR function for generation of the ACO, while in nthe 
specification on page 14-15, Applicant has claim the generation of the ACO based on commutative law including 
functions susch as exclusive OR as one option. 

3- Examiner explained that the claim language as it is written is too broad to cover the Applicant's intentions as was 
described by Mr. Leffler and made the following suggestions in order to expedite the prosecution: 

a) The preamble "wherein the ACO is a number from which a ciphering key for the communication device is 
derived, and which is never communicated to any other communication device" be incorporated into body of the 
languge of independent claims 1 and 6 in order to clear the authentication procedure enviornment than the Kruse 
reference. 

b) the generation of the ACO as a function of one or more parameters be changed to be as function of two or more 
parameters in order to overcome the prior art since the last value of the ACO as known in the prior art can be 
considered as an eralier parameter based on the generation of the new value. 

c) claim 2 and 7 be incorporated into claims 1 and 6 respectively in order to define the commutative law based 
function on which the ACO generation depends on, Als the aco as function of one or more parameter be changed 
according to changes suggested in claim 1 and 6. 

d) Examiner finally expliend to Applicant's represantative if the proposed changes be accepted, the allowabilites of 
the claims would be dependent on the final search and the amendments that incorporate the above suggestions. 

4- Mr. Leffler agreed with examiner on step a and c. However on the questions of the changing the dependency of the 
ACO generation on two or more parameters, Mr. leffler would consult with the Applicant and would inform the office if 
such agreement is acceptable. 

5- It was agreed that the interview summary would be mailed by examiner, and that the applicant would send the 
suggested reply by fax to the examiner and another interview would be conducted in order to solve the remaining 
issues. 

6- No agreement on the allowability of the claims as it stands have been reached. 
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
